WASHINGTON U.P>—Democrats 
moved their drive for a cut in in­ 
come taxes to the Senate today 
where a nip-and-tuck battle is ex­ 
pected before the issue is settled. 
Democrats were still hopeful de-1 
spite the 210-204 vote by which the ! 
House 
defeated 
their 
plan 
late 
Thursday to boost income tax ex­ 
emptions from $600 to $700 a year. 
The House went on to pass the 
GOP’s general tax reform bill by 
a thumping 339 80. 
The votes were a major victory 
for President Eisenhower who had 
gone all-out to defeat the Demo­ 
cratic proposal. He branded it “un­ 
sound” in a nationwide radio-tele­ 
vision appeal Monday. 
But the administration still has 
a fight on its hands in the Senate 
where most Democrats have lined 
up behind the proposal. 
The Sen­ 
ate vote — which may be weeks 
away 
is expected to be close and 
generally along party lines. 
Action Fortunate: 
Humphrey 
Even if the plan passes the Sen­ 
ate where the Democrats have a 
one-vote edge over the Republicans, 
some ke£ senators believe it almost 
certainly will not win final con­ 
gressional approval in view of the 
House action. 
Treasury .Secretary George M. 
Humphrey wired House Republican 
leaders that the action was “for­ 
tunate for the country” since the 
reform bill is the “cornerstone of 
the 
administration’s 
program 
to 
make America a better country tor 
us all.” 
House Speaker Joseph W Martin 
Jr., said the vote shows the Presi­ 
dent must rely mainly on Republi­ 
cans in Congress to “make his ad­ 
ministration a success." 
In the de­ 
cisive ballot defeating the Demo­ 
crat plan 
nine Democrats joined 
201 Republicans to sustain the ad­ 
ministration. 
You* Sure To Be Close 
lire Senate Finance Committee 
expected to approve a bill today 
providing for a billion-dollar slash 
in excise taxes. 
Some Democrat 
senators want 
to make their bid 
for higher exemptions when this 
m easure is called up for debate. 
But 
the major test is not ex­ 
pected to come 
until the Senate 
takes up the general tax reform 
bill which provides some relief for 
stockholders, working widows, and 
people 
with heavy 
medical 
ex­ 
penses. 
And then the vote is sure 
to be close. 
The Senate Democrat plan, spon­ 
sored 
by Sen Walter 
F, George 
(D-Ga ), is more sweeping than the 
House proposal. 
It calls for raising 
exemptions to $800 this year and 
to $1,000 in 1955. 
Only one Democrat, 
Sen. Harry 
F. Byrd of Virginia, has publicly 
opposed the George proposal.

Democrats also hold a 48-47 nu­ 
merical edge over the Republicans,

that the British consulate in Peip­ 
ing has refused to renew Winning* 
ton’s passport.

The only British document the 
correspondent for the Communist 
London Daily Worker can get now, 
the government said, is a one-way 
ticket back to Britain 
“ Perhaps, 
if he doesn’t want 
to come home,” a 
Foreign Of­ 
fice spokesman said, “ his Chinese 
friends can help him with docu­ 
ments.” 
Wanted to Go to Geneva 
The 
Daily 
Worker 
denounced 
Britain’s 
action 
as 
“ a 
flagrant 
violation” of press freedom and 
said the Brit .sh government acted 
because of continual needling by 
the United States. 
The Foreign Office made it plain 
that so far as Britain is concern­ 
ed, Winnington will travel no more 
as a Communist correspondent re­ 
porting from behind enemy Imps 
of troops fighting men from his 
homeland. 
Winnington wanted his expired 
passport renewed so he could tra ­ 
vel to Geneva to report the forth­ 
coming conference on F ar Eastern 
problems from the Red side of the 
conference table. 
Winnington. in addition to send­ 
ing dispatches to the Daily Worker 
had served as a mouthpiece for the 
North Koreans and Chinese Com­ 
munists during the truce talks and 
prisoner exchanges. 
American .soldiers returning to 
Beedom from Communist captivity 
last summ er charged that the .slen­ 
der, effeminate Winnington had at­ 
tempted to indoctrinate them with 
Red propaganda.

A coroner s 
inquest jury last 
night, meeting at the Miller fu 
neral home in Carrier Mills, re 
turned a verdict that death cam e 
as a result of an accidental fall 
while taking a shower 
The young m an’s father, Chester 
McDaniel, also of Shelburn Route 
I, testified at the inquest 
Hear Noises 
He said aboui noon his son de 
tided to take a shower and they 
went 
to the basement 
together 
The son remarked about the slope 
at the drain where the showers 
were taken and the father went 
outside 
He said he heard his son 
say “ Well, I’ll he 
” but thought 
nothing of it and went on upstairs. 
There the family heard some fun 
ny noises, but knowing Boh to he 
a cut up, thought he was making 
them deliberately while taking the 
shower. 
Then another noise was heard 
and the father went downstairs to 
investigate 
There he saw his son 
lying unconscious, his head side 
ways, arms outstretched, one toot 
straight 
out 
and the other one 
drawn, and his hips down in the 
drain 
He was picked up and taken up 
stairs, where he died several min 
utes later. 
Body Returned to Shelburn 
Mr. McDaniel testified that the 
boy had never suffered from heart 
trouble but that the body had a 
had brunft* on the right side and 
abrasions on the right chest and 
right arm 
He believed his son 
could have fallen against a shelf 
and also a corner of the wall by 
the shower 
Parish Miller, funeral director, 
when asked his opinion of what 
caused the death, said he knew 
of nothing that could have caused 
it except a blow he could have r e ­ 
ceived in falling 
The 
body 
wa s 
taken 
back to 
Shelburn immediately following the 
inquest 
It was learned that young Mc­ 
Daniel, his wife, Ann, their daugh­ 
ter, Daisy, 6. and his parents had 
come to C arrier Mills the day he 
fore on a visit 
The young man 
hail been employed at the Allis 
Chalmers plant at Terre Haute. 
Shelburn is a short distance south 
of Terre Haute

Stevenson Says 
Non-Aggression 
Pact is Possible 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass. IP*— Adlai 
E. Stevenson said Thursday night 
that a non aggression pact with 
the Soviet Union might be possible , 
now that the Western coalition has 
achieved a balance of power with 
the Russians. 
The pact could be between Rus­ 
sia. a unified Europe and the Unit­ 
ed States and Britain, the 1952 
Democratic presidential candidate 
told a Harvard university audi­ 
ence. 
The objective of the free nations, 
he said, “is neither war nor vic­ 
tory, but the opportunity for all to 
work out their own destiny in in­ 
dependence and freedom,” while 
that of the Soviets is victory with 
out war. 
The former Illinois governor pre­ 
dicted that Soviet military adven 
tures in the West are “ most un­ 
likely.” Like a “ bookie,” he said, 
the Reds will run risks but will not 
risk everything. 
“On such an appraisal of a fear­ 
ful, cautious, stubborn and im 
placable --adversary, 
the uneasy, 
unsatisfactory status quo must be 
maintained until some solution can 
be found to the basic problem of 
a divided Europe, which is a divid 
cd Germany,” he said.
